Fatigue is now recognized as a 
chemical phenomenon. 
The causes 
are loss ot substance essential to 
activity—chiefly carbohydrate— and 
the accumulation of toxio~products. 
The relation of these two causes is 
not yet understood.. Studying the 
poisons, Prof. F. S. Lee, cf Columbia 
University, has found that the muscles 
are chiefly affected, and [that three 
normal fatigue substances are known 
— paralactic acid, monopotassium 
phosphate and carbon dioxide. Other 
poisons or autointoxicants accompany 
the fatigue so common in disease, 
lieta-oxy butyric acid seems to be 
the agent in diabetes mellitus, and 
paralactic acid in certain diseases ot 
the liver and poisoning by arsenic 
and phosphorus, while substances not 
acids such as indoi, skatol and 
metbvl mercaptau, seem to be active 
in excessive intestinal putrefaction. 
It is probable that there are other 
fatigue producers yet to be dis­ 
covered. 
The protection ot build iDgs from 
lightning seems to cali for a special 
branch ot engineering. 
Mr Altred 
Hands, a British engineer, points out 
that satety cannot be had from any 
set rules, as each case must be studied 
separately, and its system adapted to 
the complications of metal about the 
structure. The efficiency of the con­ 
ductor depends almost entirely on 
the way it is applied. 
The composi 
tion matters little,and choice between 
copper and iron is cjiiefly a question 
of cost and durability. 
Material tor crystal balls up to 8 
inches or more in diameter is among 
Japan’s wonderful products, and a 
new piece of crystal is reported to be 
iy¿ feet long and l|.j feet thick, 
weighing over 10,000 pounds.

Milan museum has a quartz crystal 3U 
feet long, and 5y¿ feet in diameter, its 
weight being estimated at 870 pouuds. 
Hitherto the heights of clouds have 
been determined by simultaneous 
observations of tbe angle trorn two 
different stations, but this plan is 
difficult and uncertain because it is 
necessary to make the two observa­ 
tions at exactly the same moment and 
ou the same portion of the cloud. 
n 
inspiration has come to Dr. J. 
Khaden, assistant at the Vienna 
Obersvatory, trorn noticing that the 
vertical beam ot light from tbe new 
illuminated fouutain in tbe Schwart- 
zeubergplatz produces a bright spot 
ou any cloud passing over head. 
Imaginary lines between the observa­ 
tory, the fountain and the spot on 
the cloud form aright angled triangle 
whose vertical varies with the height 
of the cloud, aud the height of this 
vertial is easily calculated from the 
incliuation of the line between the 
observatory aud the spot, the hori­ 
zontal base liue being of known 
length. ¡Clouds have been observed 
already at heights varying from one 
to six miles. A peculiar thing noted 
is that the beam of light sometimes 
reveals the presence of au invisible 
stratum of line vapor, one ot these 
clouds in an apparently clear sky 
having been CJÓ miles high. 
Arteriosclerosis, the thickening and 
hardening of the artery walls, is one 
of the most, common causes of death, 
it is indicated by increased or 
lessened blood tension in the arteries, 
and when the sphygmometer reveals 
such condition, Prof. d’Arsonval, the 
eminent French man of sience, applies 
six baths of a high frequency electric 
current. 
Such application; it is 
claimed, ¡completely 
restores the 
normal blood pressure. The baths of 
live or ten minutes each may be taken 
three times a week aud they cause no 
inconvenience or disagreeable sensa­ 
tion. 
The remarkable nitrogen-absorbing 
power of calcium can be utilized, 
with iixation, of oxygen, to produce 
chemically a vacuum in incandescent 
lamps, and also to eliminate the 
occluded gases in molten iron oi 
steel. 
A projectile to take photographs, 
and claimed to have been successful 
at heights up to halt a mile, is the 
idea of Herr Marie, a German photo­ 
grapher. A camera having the form 
of the usual conoidal shell, is thrown 
into the air by means of a kiud of 
trap. 
At a predetermined angle, as 
the camera turns to make its descent 
and is poiuted slightly downward, the 
shutter is automatically released, and 
a picture is taken of a broad expanse 
of country. In still air the flight and 
spot at which the aerial camera will 
tall can bo calculated with mach pre­ 
cision. 
Precautions are taken to 
avoid damage hy concussion, and the 
results are expected to be of great 
possible value iu military operations. 
Much recent progress iu dealing with 
whooping cough is noted by a French 
reviewer. 
The specific microbe has 
been isolated, aud proves to be a 
small ovoid bacterium that evidently 
produces no spores. Dr. J. de Nittis 
reports that arsenic, to which he 
attributes specific action ou the germ, 
is a most effective remedy against the 
disease. 
Dr. H. de Rothschild has 
administered chloroform internally, 
and has bad very favorable results, 


especially in children, two patients 
out of nine having been cured at 
once, while throe weie immediately 
relieved and soon cured, the tour 
others being cured only at the end of 
a fortnight. 
'The Pasleur Institute 
finds promise in a serum treatment. 
The liuolite lamp is a tube with a 
straight—instead of coiled filament, 
the avdantage being that the semi- 
cylindrical reflector throws a larger 
proportion cf the light rays into the 
space to be illuminated. 
Late tests 
at Manhehcster, Fug., show a super­ 
iority over the ordinary incandescent 
lamp both aloDg the axis ot the iigbt 
aud at right angles to it, the average 
being 5G pel cent greater lighting by 
the linolite lamp than by the ordi­ 
nary lamp with opal reflector.

TH E MEXICAN OCELOT. 


A G reat Ju m p er Is T h is Strnn^e I4t- 
tie Spotted J u n g le Cat. 
One cf the most interesting animals 
of the new world and yet one of which 
little seems to be written, even by 
sportsmen who have spent much time 
in Mexico aud the Central American 
states, is the ocelot, the strange little 
spotted cat of the dense jungles of 
tropical parts of the two Americas. 
They are not nearly so heavy as the 
average lynx of the eastern woods and 
are infinitely lighter on their feet. 
They run with the greatest agility up 
and down the almost perpendicular 
trunks of trees and follow a crippled 
bird out on limbs too slender, it would 
seem, to bear the weight of the par­ 
rot, let aloue the cat. Parrots are the 
ocelot’s principal food, and their hunt­ 
ing is done almost altogether by day. 
though, like all the cat tribe, they are 
thoroughly at home in the blackest 
night. 
The parrots which they hunt fre­ 
quent the thickest of forests, coming 
to the grouud only iu the rare ópeu 
spaces and along the banks of the 
many small streams where they drink. 
In order to follow them it is necessary 
that the ocelots be great jumpers, and 
so they are. When I was following 
the hounds through the southern Cali­ 
fornia hills after wildcats aud an oc­ 
casional mountain lion I was wont to 
say that the latter was the greatest 
Jumper on earth. The ocelot has any 
mountain lion that ever walked beaten 
a block, length for length and weight 
for weight.—Forest and Stream.

Letter. 


Washington, January 11, 1907. 
After a very lively day in the Senate 
on Monday over the discharge of the 
negro battalion, a lull has occurred, 
awaiting the recovery of senator Till­ 
man that he may speak ou the sub­ 
ject. Senator Lodge undertook, in 
defense ot the president, to knock out 
senator Foraker’s resolution calling 
tor au inquiry by the committee on 
military altairs, but was worsted iu 
the encounter. 
The Brownsville 
ailiay aud the action of tho president 
has been so thoroughly discussed by 
the senior senator trorn Ohio that 
oven the president, stubborn as he 
is, has, if the latest report is true, 
still further acknowledged that he 
was wrong, lor it is stated that he 
will modify nis order of discharge hy 
eliminating the prohibition to enter 
the civil service of the United States. 
Thus iar none of his foremost adher- 
ants has audibly supported him iu 
this, while many have condemned 
him. 
As the facts are unfolded it 
becomes more plain that the president 
made a grievous error, and what is 
more grievous still is that his error 
is in line with his tendency to aug­ 
ment the power of the executire and 
make it independent of the slightest 
kind of control. 
A few such errors, 
it not corrected, would soon land us 
amid what some of us were once 
pleased to oali the “etfete monarchies 
ot Europe.” 
But that this tendency 
has gone far enough without restraint 
is becoming evident, and the latest 
report abuut the capítol is that a 
resolution will be introduced subject- 
1 ug to congressional approval every 
executive order of the president, it 
8eems to be recognized that some 
control is becoming imperatively 
necessary in view of tho dangers 
which might otherwise overtake our 
institutions. 
But it is certain if 
such an effort is made, the present 
executive resistauce to legislative 
action iu regard to his discharge 
order would be nothing compared to 
the battle royal which wouid occur 
between tbe advocates of centralized 
power aud those who believe in repre­ 
sentative government which has made 
us tho richest aud the greatest country 
ou earth. 
The opposition to the unrestricted 
immigration of Japanese is fast tak­ 
ing shape, aud out of it will come tho 
next great battle to be waged by the 
Pacific coast in behalf of its future. 
The entire delegation is iu favor of 
restricting such immigration, which 
uow amounts to over 1,000 a month. 
But its gravity is not alone in its 
numbers but iu tho character of the 
immigrants. 
it is last becoming re­ 
cognized that tho Japanese now com­ 
ing to cur shores are capable of beiug 
organized into a body actiug under 
one impulse or one will, aud, there­ 
fore, a menace to tho comoiuuities 
where they reside. 
The Gaiifornia 
delegation in the house will take up 
this matter before the committee on 
foreign affairs, aud will advocate 
exclusion. Iu the other chamber the 
Pacific coast senators are practically 
uuauimous on that point. 
Senator 
Perkins will lecture before 
the 
National Geographical Society iu a 
few -weeks ou ‘‘The Empire ot the 
Pacific.,” which designation 
the 
Pacific coast states and Alaska will be 
entitled to by reason of tbe vast 
growth which will follow the increas­ 
ing commerce with the Orient, aud 
he will point out tho necessity for 
taking early action to preserve tha 
American character of the states 
bordering on the Pacific. 
Wednesday the treasury department 
decided to purchase fifty teet frontage 
on Montgomery street, corner of 
Commercial, to bring the subtreasury 
site down to Montgomery street. 
Those lots .’adjoin the present snb- 
treasurv lot ou the west, and will 
thus give the new building a good 
frontage un Commercial aud Mont­ 
gomery streets. The Sleiuhart lot ou 
tho corner will be purchased for $75,- 
0U0 and that adjoining, known us the 
Josselyn lot, also of twenty-five feet 
frontage wiii cost 853,000. 
The 
money for this purchase is now avail­ 
able fi\ m tbe appropriation made at 
the last session of congress for $375,- 
00U. 
The sum remaiuiug for the 
building will therefore be a little 
short of $250,000. The treasury de­ 
partment is of the opinion that a 
good four-story building can be erect­ 
ed for that sum; but Mr Edgar Paint­ 
er, who is now here, is of the opinion 
that a more imposing building should 
be erected, and [is endeavoring to 
secure an increase in the Jlimit of 
cost, lie suggests 8200,000 more as 
needed to secure a building suited in 
all respects to the site and character 
of tho structrue. 
He has broached 
the matter iu the house, but congress­ 
man Kahn and Hayes, it is under­ 
stood. do not iook upon it with great 
tavor, fearing that the house wouid 
uot consider it in view of the appro­ 
priations already made tor San Fran­ 
cisco. lie will bring the proposition i 
before Senator Perkins, who will give 
it his attention in the senate. 
The congressional party which sail­ 
ed tor Panama just [before the holi­ 
days, to look over conditions at the 
isthmus, returned to Washington 
Wednesday. Among those who took 


the trip were senator Flint and con­ 
gressmen McKinlay and Knowland of 
California. These gentlemen express 
themselves as being heartily glad they 
have looked over the ground where 
the greatest of ail the world’s work is 
now under way, as they are thereby 
convinced that the construction of 
the canal will from this time forth be 
pushed with increasing vigor. 
They 
speak of the great but necessary work 
of sanitation which has been perform­ 
ed, thereby rendering the canal zone 
habitable by whites, and making it 
unnecessary to rely for labor upon 
Jamaica negroes or Chinese. 
In 
their opinion the labor problem has 
been solved hy the importation of 
sturdy laborers from [Spain, some of 
whom have been at work a year, thus 
giving ample time to determine their 
ability to work on the Isthmus, and 
their efficiency. 
How great this is, 
is seen in the fact that they are paid 
twice the wages given negroes from 
Jamaica. 
it is probable that the 
Chinese question will not again be 
raised in connection with the Panama 
canal, for the canal commission is 
sure it will be able to secure all the 
laborers needed from Spain, [and 
their efficiency has been already 
tested. 
The break iu the Colorado river 
and the danger impending to the 
imperial valley region is again 
attracting the attention ot the authori­ 
ties iu Washington. 
The efforts of 
F. H. Harriman of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company to close 
the break in Mexico do not seem to 
have been so successful as was ex­ 
pected, the work being of a magnitude 
surpassing expectation. At any rate, 
the Mexican government has apparent­ 
ly been unable to see an immediate 
piospect that the break will be closed, 
and it is understood that it has 
notified the California Development 
Company, organized under Mexican 
laws to control that part of the canal 
in Mexican territory, that if the 
Colorado is not bought under control 
within ten days’the franchise will be 
cancelled. As the bonds of the whole 
irrigation scheme are based in part 
on this Mexican franchise, its re­ 
vocation will work serious injury to 
the California Development Com­ 
pany. The question is mooted anew 
of extending national aid in closing 
the break, 6ut this action is not 
thought to be probable in the face of 
the assortion that the Southern 
Pacific Company controls the Cali­ 
fornia Development Company, which 
would mean that an appropriation by 
congress would be a gift to the rail­ 
road for the improvement of its pri­ 
vate property. 
It is realized on ail 
sides that the situation is a serious 
oue indeed, but the difficulties sur­ 
rounding it are too many for congress 
to jump blindly into the breach with 
millions of dollars, if the develop­ 
ment companies should withdraw 
from the field and the Southern 
Pacific Company retire from the re­ 
clamation business, there might be a 
chance for the government to take 
over the whole plan and carry it out 
in accordance with the reclamation 
and irrigation laws. 
'This, perhaps, 
is what will eventually occur, but in 
the meanwhile a great many inter­ 
national aud other difficulties must 
be swept out of tbe way. The direct­ 
or of the Geological Survey states 
that should the government take the 
Imperial valley project under its 
control, the scheme would, require 
$150,000,000; but he thinks the land 
could well stand it, as it would create 
a Jien of not over $30 an acre, where­ 
as, it is really worth, with a porfact 
water supply, *500 an acre [and over. 
The president is preparing another 
message on the Colorado break which 
will be illustrated after the manner 
of his message on tho Panama canal. 
AH the data available from govern­ 
ment and. other sources has been 
placed in his hands. But what his 
attitude regarding the pending ques­ 
tions will he, or what racommenna- 
tiuu he will make, there has been no 
hint at this time, it is known, how­ 
ever, that president Harriman of tba 
Southern Pacific Company has pro­ 
mised to close the break, and a large 
force is now at work night and day to 
complete'the wo. k. Whatever action 
may be tskan by the government will 
doubtless depend ou the ability of 
the railroad to control the river. 
Even if it does, it may possibly be 
that a movement will be inaugurated 
to have the [government take charge 
of this great iirigatiou scheme and 
take it entirely out of the bands of 
the railroad and development com­ 
panies. 
Last week congressman W. F. 
Euglebright representing the First 
Congressional District of California, 
was appointed by speaker Cannon 
member of the very important com­ 
mittee on mines and mining. Jt ia 
not only a great compliment to con­ 
gressman Euglebright, but a piece ot 
good fortune for California that the 
position on the committee should be 
so filled. Luckily when congressman 
Euglebright took his seat "In [the 
House of Representatives there was a 
vacancy on the committee caused by 
the fact that congressman Williamson 
of Oregon, who had been appointed, 
had failed to[[quallfy on accouut uf 
the indictments brought agaiust him 
because ot the land-fraud cases in 
Oregon. 
Congressman Euglebright 
will do good service to the coast on 
this committee. 


j Ex-Governor H. H. Markham and 
General O. H. La Grange, governor 
ot the Soldiers’ Home at Santa 
Monica, have written to the delega­ 
tion concerning the needs of that 
institution. Appropriations are re­ 
quested for a quartermasters’ store­ 
house, a dining hall and kitchen, a 
morgue, a pipe line, and an iron 
fence around the grounds, this last 
beiug needed on account ot the rapid 
encroachment of neighboring towns 
on the grounds of the Home. Al­ 
ready settlement is pressing upon two 
ot the boundary lines, and a perman­ 
ent fence has become a matter of 
necessity. 
Congressman McLachlan 
and senator Perkins will go before 
the house committee and endeavor to 
secure the insertion of the needed 
appropriations in the Sundry Civil 
bill, and if this should not be suffici­ 
ent, Senator Perkins and Senator 
Flint will without doubt have the 
bmounts inserted when the bill gets 
to the Senate. 
A lew days ago Hon. J. G. Hamil­ 
ton of New York, whose sons are 
interested in the Alta Catitornia Beet 
Sugar Company, which has establish­ 
ed at Hamilton, near Chico, the 
most complete beet sugar factory in 
the world, wrote to senator Perkins 
concerning the immediate necessity 
of securing permission to build a 
steel drawbridge across the Sacra­ 
mento river at the point where the 
old bridge stood which was destroyed 
a few years ago. This bridge is for 
the purpose ol getting the tracks of 
the Northern Electric Company across 
tha river. 
The company has con­ 
tracted to build from Chico to Hamil­ 
ton and to have rails laid on both 
sides of the river by July let. Steel 
for the bridge will be delivered by 
May 15th, and the bridge should be 
finished so the road can take care of 
the beet crop this summer and fail. 
Senator Perkins at once took op the 
matter with the chief of engineers 
ot the war department, and has been 
inlormed by General Mackenize that 
he had immediately placed all the 
papers in the ,case in the hands of 
Col. Heuer tor report. He says this 
report may be somewhat delayed for 
the reason that Col. Hener has been 
snmmoned to Washington, but that 
he is sure there will be no unnecess­ 
ary loss of time. 
The railroad referred to is necess­ 
ary for the success of the factory, as 
sugar beets are being grown on both 
sides of the river and must be taken 
by rail to the factory at Hamilton. 
Later on the Shasta Southern, which 
ia building from Redding to Colusa 
will open up a very rich territory aud 
will supply the factory with a large 
amount of raw material. Vary nearly 
,$2,000,000 have been invested at 
Hamilton by the Alta California Beet 
Sugar Company, and a town modern 
in all respects has been built, with 
a $35,000 hotel, straets graded and 
oiled, cement sidewalks, a beautiful 
park, over 4,000 shade trees, and an 
irrigation ditch over thirteen miles 
long. There is being erected a build­ 
ing tor a bank with $50,000 capital, 
large cattle yards have been compltt- 
ed, and all stores and dwellings aie 
supplied with electric lights. 
Ail 
this is what iollows the beet sugar 
industry wherever .established—the 
erection of a modern city^with thou­ 
sands of busy inhabitants, dependent 
npoD the cultivation of the beet in 
the large surrounding area. It is au 
unanswerable argument against free 
sugar from Cuba or the Philippines. 
A few days ago Hon. Abbot Kinney 
of Los Angeles wrote to Senator 
Perkins suggesting the advisability 
of establishing a government bio­ 
logical laboratory at the Venice of 
America, which present 
unusual 
facilities for investigating marine 
life. The senator took np the matter 
with Hon. Geo. M. Bowers, commiss­ 
ioner of fish and fisheries, and today 
commissioner Bowers said; 
‘‘1 beg leave to call your attention 
to an item in the estimates of appro­ 
priations for this Bureau for 1908, 
providing tor the establishment .of a 
fish cultural station on the Pacific 
coast. Tbe proposed station, while 
intended primarily for tbe artificial 
propagation of the food animals of 
the region, could very properly serve 
also as a place for biological research. 
In the eveDt of congress authorizing 
the establishment of this station i 
shall, of course, take great pleasure 
iu giving foil consideration to the 
advantages possessed by Venice of 
America. ” 
Hon. A. F. Fitzgerald, president 
of the chamber of commerce of San 
Luis Obispo has telegraphed to each 
member of the delegation resolutions 
favoring the Henry ranch tor a camp 
site tor army maneuvers. Should tbe 
matter coma betore congress at this 
sesson the delegation will give it 
hearty support.

central and southwestern 
Kansas 
were 


settled 
the prairies 
were strewn with 


buffalo bones.

were hard times 


in Kansas, and the gathering of these 
bones enabled the early settlers to live 
while they wore gottlng their claims 
"broken out" for 
the 
producing 
of 


crops. 
Nine-tenths 
of the pioneers of 


that 
section 
of Kansas — and 
there 


weren't 
many at 
that—had 
literally 


nothing but a team and a few house- 
hold goods that they had hauled from 
the east In a single wagon.

is a gun whose bore is just six inches.
